BALTIMORIC, July 28.— Harmony ol the 


old fashioned kind prevailed ut the 
Democratic state convention today, and 
it wag clearly demonstrated that United 
Sttttoa Senator Gorman Btill liao hia 
hand on tho lever that controls the 
movements of the organization. Tho 
candidates nominated by the convention 
wero oelected by him and the resolu- 
tions wore adopted of his inspiration. 
As cliairuian of the committee on reso- 
lutions ho read the platform, and read 
it in ouch n way ae to indicate that be 
knew It almost without looking at it. 
At hiB BUL'geetion, one of tbe candidates 
withdraw wbou. his nomination eccmed 
assured, and another was taken up hy 
the convention, and at his request both 
gold and silver men waived their con- 
victions for the nonce und voted to adopt 
a platform that declares for bimetallism, 
but ia silent, ua to the vital aueationof 
"ratio.-' 


Tbe platform was the subject of mucb 


conoid unit km among thu loaders whose 
efforts are directed toward securing a 
currency 
plunk that will prevent u 


breach hetwean tho gold and silver ad- 
vocates. 


Colonel Buchanan Schluy was ap- 


pointed temporary chairman and in a' 
brief address asserted that tho Republi- 
can party, having enacted all the cur- 
rency lasva naiv on tho statute hooks, 
uro alout) re-iponoiljlo for tbo preauut 
condition of nffaira. 


A cornmitleu on resolutions was no- 


ItictM. It wna daddtul to ruler to tbu 
committee nil rosolutions preeealud. 


A rucesu was tlii:n taken. 
After th« reu'SH Senator Gorman, 


cbiiinnun of tliu committee on rt-aolu- 
tioiiR, read the platform, which wua 
aftarwanie adopted without a single dis- 
senting votu. 


The resolutions declare that the fun- 


damental principles of Democracy havo 
tbiimiued unchau^ed. 


"Tho Democracy of Maryland, in 


common with tbe Democracy of tbe 
union, believe now aa they hitvu always 
believed, in honest money, the i^old 
and silver money ol the constitution and 
thu com am) of both metals, without dis- 
crimination ngaiuet either, into stanil- 
urd dollars of Uual payments and re- 
demption. 


"We note with satisfaction that tbo 


demand of more than nix and one-half 
millions of Democratic voters, e™reeaud 
ut tbe polls last November, has i:om- 
pel led President McKinley and a Repub- 
lican cnDtcrcse to urge upon tho European 
powers, through tbe medium of a duly 
appointed commieHion, tbe necessity for 
an international conference to arrange 
thu terms of H bimetallic system, by 
tho operation of which both gold and 
silver shall bo used nod recognized as 
money of tlnal redemption. :: 


Thu plrttfnnn denounces the Dingloy 


tariff bill, which it declares ie u more 
odious meumiru than tho Mclvinluy act 
of IS'JO, and it is asserted that it will ba 
more signally condemned in 1898 than 
was the Mclvinlay act iu 1892.

Validity and Annexation of 


Hawaii. 


WASHINGTON, July 28, — Public men in 


Washington were (_;cuenilly surprised 
whim tnu tt in; ounce in 1:11 1 waa uimlu in 
tho cable diHpiitchfiB a few days ago that 
tlio question of tho OUytou-Buhver 
tnuty bud beon riuaoil in tho British 
parliament in conufiction with the pro- 
posal to lumux th» Hnvviiiiim isldiula to 
tho United Status, und also wure consu- 
quonlly pro par od fur tho statement of 
ttio llritiali g(ivarai»eiit that tbe one 
question rciis not involved in tbo other. 


Tne matter id r^curdod hero with all 


tho iirotuer interest hecaueo both sub- 
jecte, tbu validity of the treaty and the 
unnexfition of Hawaii, aro under con- 
oideratiou by the American congreae, 
iind both in all probability will receive 
attentijn durinir tho next session. The 
senate committee on foreign relations, 
•which has already reported on Urn an- 
nexation treaty, lias undertaken an iu- 
vastiiration of tho Clay ton* Bui wer con- 
vention, and tho general expectation, on 
account of the prediction of the members 
of the sub-committee having the quea- 
tioii in charge, ia that a report will be 
made favorable to tbe abrogation of tbe 
treaty. 
It ie understood that a majority of 


tbe members of the committee consider 
that England has by repeated acts iu 
Central America nullified tbe treaty. 
Tbero ia also a large element in the sen- 
ate which regard a the treaty as obnox- 
ious to tho Monroe doctrine. 


0 hers look upon it as liable in an in- 


direct way to have through its reference 
to tho Nicaragua canal a bearing upon 
the Hawaiian question. It is under- 
stood that tbe committee will be pre- 
pared to report soon after the conven- 
ing of congrusa next December.

ASIENDJIBNTS FISOMULIUTED liY 


THE PRESIDENT. 


They Apply Principally to the lu- 


tcrual Kcvcuua ami Uustouiy 


Service. 


WASHINGTON, July 28,— President Me- 


itinloy has promulgated tbo following 
raoortant amendments in civil eorvtco 
r u e 2 : 


Xo removal shall bo made from acy 


position subject to competitive exami- 
nation except for juat cause and upon 
written charges filed with tbe head of 
tbo department or other appointing 
olliccr, and of which tbo accused shall 
have full notice and an opportunity to 
make defense, 


tie has also amended rule 3 so as to 


include within tbe classified service the 
tho employes of all custom house ollices 
without regard to tbe number o[ em- 
ployes. Hitherto tbo classification em- 
braced custom offices where the number 
of employes was live or more. This or- 
der brings into tbe classified service 
a *ty-live hitherto unclassified custom 
oJlicee. 


Tbe President baa alao amendod rule 


(t, muk inn exceptions to examinations 
RO us to read as follows : 


Custom house service: One cashier 


in each customs district, one chief or 
principal deputy or assistant collector in 
each customs district, ono principal dop- 
utv collector at each sub-port OT station. 


Internal revenue service : One em- 


ploye in each internal revenue district 
who Hhall act na cashier or chief deputy 
or assistant collector as imty bo deter- 
mined by the treasury department; one 
deputy collector in each internal revenue 
district whore tlio number of employes 
n the olIiiMV of the collector exceeds 
four; nnu deputy collector in each stamp 
or branch ollice. 


Appointments lo tbo positions named 


iu this rule in tlio customs house service 
and in the internal revenue service 
H mil ba aiibject to an examination to ba 
jtrcatrilii-.cl by the nccretary of the tro.ia- 
ury to bo approved by thu cnminisaion 
equal to trie examination held hy tho 
commission for positions of like grades 
Much examinations shall bn conducted 
by tha commission in accordance with 
the regulations. 


PALMYRA 
ISLAND. 


England Has Maintained n. Claim 


to It for Nine Years. 


WASIHSUTOX, July 23.— State depart- 


ment nilicialB say that no now isauo is 
presented by the seizure ol Palmyra 
island by tbo British, reported GO mo 
days neo by an incoming veaeol, (or 
Great Britain has maintained a claim to 
t ie island for tbe past nine years. The 
island is eaid to be iu the Polinesiau 
group, and although Hawaii lias asserted 
a claim to its possession, our govern- 
ment has not been strongly impressed 
with the validity of tbe claim. Mean- 
while tbe British, ao it said, not only 
havo asserted a claim to it, but have 
actually occupied the island for some 
years past. In view of the probable an- 
nexation of Hawaii by the United States 
tbe matter will doubtless receive close 
attention at tbe hands of the state de- 
partment, bat it is not expected that the 
subject will prove difficult of adjust- 
ment, particularly in view of tbe fact, as 
stated hy naval otlicera, that Palmyra 
island is nothing more than a barren 
rock in the Pacific, distant 1000 miles 
from Hawaii.

AGREEMENT ADOPTED 


flie Operators Worked Smoothly 


and Few Objections Were Kaisert 


to the Agreement aa Written. 


PiTTsiiL'itii, July 28.— The "true uni- 


ortnity" conference of coal operators of 
he Pittsburg district concluded its.work 
onight at 9.15, after two days' sp-asum 
,t close and 
persistent work. 
The 


weatyone sections of tho uniformity 
agreement were thoroughly discussed 
and adopted section by section. The 
best of feeling prevailed throughout the 
meeting, tbo only exception being the 
bolting of Colonel Rand at yesterday's 
eseion. Just previous to adjournment, 
lowever, Judge Owens announced that 
Colonel Rend bad authorized him to 
tate that any agreement of the confer- 
ence would receive bis hearty co-opera- 
ion and ho would sign it if 95, 50 or 
even 20 per cent of tbe operators were 
incere in their sanction of it. The con- 
erence appointed, a committee of five, 
with P. DeArmitt, J. P. Zorbe, J. J. 
Steitler, J. 0. Disart, and K. F. Bauford 
witb General John Little, to secure sig- 
natures of the operators to tbe agree- 
ment. This committee will begin its 
work tomorrow. It will be aided by 
ho Ohio board of arbitration. When 
,be requisite number o! signatures have 
icon secured a meeting will be held to 
atify the agreement. 
The agreement as adopted provides

Tne members shall be 
worn to faithfully and impartially por- 
ortn thu duties of their oliicea and will 
>e authorized and empowered to en- 
orce judgments and awards. 
It snail also be empowered to eubpena 


witnesses with the same force and effect 
>s a board of arbitration duly appointed 
jy tho act of the assembly of Punnsyl- 
runia relatinKtocompuleary arbitration. 
fhti agreement not to become tjfinetive

Iff raid from Rio de Janeiro says that 
information hag reached that city to t ie 
effect that mora tlinu 3003 soldiers havo 
been killed in a hie battle near the site 
of Canadoa, The fanatica, numbering 
more than 10,000 men, all well armed, 
attacked the government troops. Who o 
brigades of tbo soldiers woroswept down 
and destroyed, trampled under foot afl 
the victoiioiiB fanatics with wild, hoarse 
ahoote of triomoh, passed over them. 


The full oiUirit of the loss of life can- 


not be told. There is no reasonable 
doubt, however, that the loss in killed 
on botb fltdee ia more than 3000. For 
miles the ground Around CiniwloB is 


strewn with the dead and dying. The 
government troops were compelled to 
leave their dead on the Held and llee to 
save themselves from complete destruc 
tion by the avalanche ol fanatics.

OTTAWA, July 28.—At the meeting of 


tbe ministers last evening Minister Pat' 
terson was authorized to eend two more 
customs officers to the Alaskan bound' 
ary by the Islander, which <?at)s for the 
north tomorrow. The otlicere will be 
taken from the Victoria diatom houee, 
and will be accompanied by a couple ol 
provincial police. They will optm sta- 
tions as outposts of Victoria beyond the 
head of Lynn canal, which is in dis- 
puted territory and at present in the 
United States possessions and at Lake 
Tagieh. There ia a collector at Fort 
Cud ft hit, only fifty miles from Dawson 
city, and these arrangements, backet 
by n etiong force of police, are coneud 
ered ample for thu protection for the 
revenue just now. Tlie greatest ques 
tion of all is one of communication. It 
is said that a pack trail exists over 
twenty of the eighty miles which sep- 
arates from the first post to be estab- 
lished at sixty degrees of latitude in un- 
disputed British territory. H BO, a 
narrow-gauge railway can be 
built 


where there is a pacx trail. 


The cost would not be great, and if a 


train could be hauled twice a day ovei 
tbe mountains facing the coast a tre< 
rnendoue obstacle would be overcome 
because in winter it is impossible to 
cross the mountains except at tbe risk 
of life, and to be caught in a storm 
would be fatal. The mounted police 
force will be iatraaeed from 20 to 100. 
Thomae Fawcett will be continued as 
cold ccmmissioner and tho regulations 
already adopted amended. 


A strong customs aud police post will 


be established just north of the British 
Columbia boundary beyond iho head of 
the Lynn canal at sixty degrees of lati- 
tude. Estimates will also be obtained 
of tbo cost of buildiut: a wagon road nnd 
of a narrow gauge railroad to this post 
iu the mountains, a distance of seventy 
or eighty miler, about fortv of wh;cU i; 
over mountain?.

If pissible a telegraph liae will 
be constructed over tbo mountains from 
tbe head of Lynn canal to tbe iirst post. 
The content of tho authorities of tlm 
United States will be asked in diplo- 
matic correspondence to a modus Vivendi 
under which Canada will have the right 
of way over the disputed territory from 
Lynn canal to the Iirst mounted police 
post. 


Is'o dilllculty ie anticipated in eocurlng 


the right of way through this little 
piece of disputed territory tbo roads 
and telegraph would have to cross to 
reach tbe head of Lynn canal,.although 
that territory is now in tbo United 
States.
